Held for Jury 
In Death Case 

P!-incess Anne— A grand jury 
here will look into circumstances 
surrounding a game of "Ruysifln 
roulettf wftich cost a Ft. Story 
soldier his Itfe. 

Darwin Lee brock, a 21 -year - 
old military policeman whose 
home is in Lake City, Iowa, wa4 
ordered held for grand jury ac- 
tion Monday afternoon on a 
charge of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter in that he "did by his reck- 
lessness and criminal negligence 
cause the death of Norman J. 
Harshbarger,'* a soldier buddy. 

Harshbai^er died in Brockls 
trailer home on 17th Street ex- 
tended, near Virginia Beach, Oct. 
19. He had been shot in the right 
c#eek. Brock told Investiptting 
petice that Harshl»rger shot 
himself while playing "Russian 
roulette." 

In a statement taken frmn 
Brock by Lt,. Richard Moskow, 
legal of fleer, at Ft. Story, and 
read during a county court hear- 
ing here Monday afternoon, th* 
tall, six-foot plus soldier said he 
had handed Harshbarzer a 38- 
caliber revolver after removing 
all but one cartridge from the 
cylinder. 

The statement alo disclosed 
that the two soldiers l>ad played 
"Russian roulette," "but had 
watched the chamber to see whwe 
the shell was on other occasions." 

Commonwealth's Attorney Rob- 
ert S. Wahab, Jr., who author- 
ized Brock's arrest, said the case 
VA& without parallel in Virginia 
court history. He said Brock's in- 
difference to consequences and 
•lack of decent regard for human 
life" constituted involuntary man- 
slaughter. 

The next grand Jury session 
here will be held November 22. 
Meanwhile Brock has been re- 
leased in custody of the Army.

The violators in the southern 
states, to produce high - proof 
moonshine, require substantial 
quantities of sugar. 

Since sugar is the one essentia! 
commodity necessary for both the 
large and small producers of 
moonshy^whJlkey, the objective 
of tMjjI^^n^rogram is to cut 
off tlre^|»^Psources of supply. 
The succesl^Df the program de- 
pends largely^ on ,the voluntary 
co-operation of ' legitimate deal- 
ers who will refuse sales of sugar 
and other necessary raw mater 
ials, such as yeast and grain, to 
either known violators or sus- 
pected persons. 

""Tfie .Mcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division. , through experience, 
knows that the vast majority of 
business men want, no part of the 
traffic in illicit moorvshine and 
place the interests of their gov- 
ernment above what little profit 
is. to be made from salad to such 
law violators. 

Mo.st of them, realize that to 
Avillfully make such sales always 
creates the possibility that they 
may be implicated in some man- 
ner when the violator is appre- 
hended. 

The Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division is aware that there Is a 
universal demand for sugar and 
nas not the slightest desire . to 
interfere in any way with the 
normal purchases of this com- 
modity for any legal use. 

The Division knows, also that

needs of each of their customers 
^d that, except for some season- 
al fluctuation, this demand is 
quite steady. 

It iA the large or unusual sales 
made to your present or new cus- 
tomers, which may indicate di- 
version Into moonshine channels. 

These are the sales that you 
are requested to refuse to make, 
to help eltalnate the organized 
mobs now engaged in moonshine 
activities. 

Should you be approached by 
suspicious Individuals wanting to 
make arrangements for the pur- 
chases of substantial quantities 
of sugar, in addition to refusing 
Ito sell, you are requested to noti- 
fy the nearest office of the Al- 
cohol and Tobacco Tax Division 
giving, if f)Ossible, a complete de- 
scription of the Individual and 
the license number of any vehicle 
driven by him. 

The Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division can and frequently does, 
invoke the pmvisions of the inter- 
nal revenue laws requiring dealers 
to submit daily reports on all sugar 
sales. 

In addition to placin? a burden 
on the Individual dealer, this is 
somewhat like locking the door 
after the horse has^ been stolen 
and is no substitute for voluntary 
cooperation from dealers who will 
refuse to sell sugar to known 
violators and suspicious persons. 

In order to assist in the Indenti- 
ficatlon of the "suspicious" pur- 
chaser, the government suggests 
that you ASK WHY. if.

"built-in maid service." 1957 
style. Indu.stiy is dispensing "maid 
service" cuting down on time re- 
quired, to do household chores, by 
supplying such things as auto- 
malic equipment, prepared and 
partially prepared foods, precut 
and packaged meats.

folk, The Division is a Virginia 
State agency, not associated with 
the Veterans Administration, 
which is operated under State Law 
under the Law Department of The 
Attorney General of Virginia. The 
report given is an annual one to 
the Governor of Virginia and The 
Attorney General, as well as to 
the members of the Virginia State 
Legislature and the Virginia Com- 
mittee on Veterans' Affairs, 

The function of the" service of- 
fice is to give full assistance to 
veterans and their survivors In 
obtaining all the benefits to which 
they are entitled under legisla- 
tion of the Federal, State and lo- 
cal governments.

awards were never reported back 
to his office. 

This figure does not include any 
running awards obtained in pre- 
vlous years,- and Is figured solely 
on the amount of each pension 
or other benefit obtained for a 
yaer on new claims filed in the 
fiscal year.

Lay Up Boats Properly in the Fall 



Failure to lay-up boats properly 
In the fall is costing American 
pleasure boat owners millions of 
doilara annually, accorcinj lo E/. 
Francis Scofield. * di'.ector of tiie 
National Paint, Varnish and Lac- 
quer Association's ScientifLi z.i- 
tion. 

"Renewing maiins paint coat- 
ings and finishes before storage 
can reduce this less to a mini- 
mum." Dr. Scofield says. "Too 
many boat owners, particularly 
those nsw to the field, overlo(A 
the fact that marine paints and 
finishes are devised specifically 
for the protection and preserva- 
tion of boats f under all climatic 
conditions. Actually, good marine 
Plaints add years of life to a boat 
and reduce maintenance up to 
approximately 70 per cent, he 
declared. ^ 

The National Paint, Varnish 
and Lacquer Association recom- 
mends that you ask your paint 
dealer for the proper tsrpes of 
paints and chemical coatings for 
both winter protection and spring 
preparedness, and do the work 
when storing boats in the fall. By 
preparing a boat for next ^ring 
when you lay her away now for 



'that extra fa«tenlngs should be 
added. Loose edges on fiber-glass 
covered craft should be smoothed 
and patched before painting or 
applying a chemical coatlns. If 
your boat Is of moulded-plastic, 
check her for cracks and if a 
riveted aluminum or metal hull, 
examine the seauns tp be certain 
all rivets are secured tightly be- 
fore painting to prevent corrosion 
and pits. 

3. In the event your craft was 
finished with a good paint last 
season and waai't badly abused, 
a thorough cleaiiing, a light sand- 
Ins-en* a single coat of the paint 
should be adequate. 

4. In the^fall, a wooden hull 
needs a fresh paint job for win- 
ter protection. After cleansing the 
boat, you can determine whether 



nate freezing and thawing can 
loosen aad splinter planks if suf- 
ficient protection is not provided, 
and lack of air can also inflict 
damage. 

A well constructed storage rig 
or trailer should be blocked -up 
and used to support a boat In a 
high and dj-y area. The boat's 
weight must be evenly distributed 
with extra support at bow and 
stern so that it will not alter the 
balance of the hull's sMpe or ef- 
fect her construction.

1. Remove all detachable ob- 
jects and clean hull thoroughly. 
The cl?an-up job should be 
tackled as soon as a boat is hauled 
so that accumulated scum, dirt, 
tar and marine growth - won't 

ve a chance to dry. Uniiiec^sary 
ow grease will l>e saved by elim- 
inating hard scraping and wh-e 
brush scrubbing If you do not 
delay. Oiv»^ j»rticuiw vMenton 
•• to smpJng crfr-tft iBKuter yxft- 
tomrf*\opsides and inside, with 
particular atttention to the ttlge, 
vash or hose down entire boat 
with clear water, 

2. Check her from stem to stem 
for gouges, deep cracks and dents.

ship-shape order or whether a 
nmjor paint job is required. Keep 
In mind the fact that paint won't 
adhere properly unless the sur- 
face is dry, smooth and clean. 
If the surface Js In good condi- 
tion, a light sanding and two 
coats of paint wll suffce. If the 
paint or .finish is not well bonded 
to the surface, remove it. A good 
paint remover will reduce the labor 
of scraping and heavy sandln?. 
Bare wood always requires prim- 
ing before painting. Follow this 
with a coat of sealer and a light 
sanding before the marine under- 
coat Is applied. Efry the undercoat 
thorougly and sand the surface to 
a glassy smoothness. Finish with 
two or more coats of marine 
paint. The National Paint, Var- 
nlslL and Laquer ' Association 
claims a heavy coating is never 
as effective as several thin ones. 

5. If you traye-l in waters where 
there isjnarine growth, use a good 
anti-fouling paint or finish on the* 
hull bottom and on up to the 
water line. A fouled hull is costly. 
It win soften and rot the wood, 
slow a boat down to an amazing 
deiree,. build up fuel costs, con- 
sume money and travel time haul- 
ing down. 

Special anti-fouling paint must 
be purchased for use on an alumi- 
num or metal boat. A bare-metal 
primer and three to four coats of 
antl-corroslve barrier paint should 
precede use of ttie antl-lbullng 
coats. On topsides and decks, two 
or three coats of the barrier paint 
:llit ^«4eqi»t« protection betw^n 
the primer ..and marine paint or 
finish coat. 

6. Special care should be given 
to glossy or varnished surfaces. 
Past-drying marine varnish should 
be "flowed on" quickly and evenly, 
*orklng from the unfinished to 
the finished areas. Keep a sharp 
lookout for dripping. To guard 
against bubbling, never brush on 
with a back and forth stroke or 
bubbles may form to mar the sur- 
face. 

7. There Is a right and wrong 
time to paint. A dry. windless 
day at a temperature of not lower 
than 45 degrees above zero is best, 
so ff you are in a Northern state 
don't w^lt until questionable late 
October: 

There Is also a right and wrong 
way to paint. M^e your craft firm 
on a good storage rig well up from 
the ground. Always start paint- 
tng-^at the top and work down, 
and take your brush strokes in the 
same direction. One coat of paint 
must be allowed to dry before ap- 
plying a second. 

8. Skillful selection of color will 
make your boat more attractive. 
Be guided by the fact that pastels 
and white reflect light and #ld 
spaciousness to small boat inter- 
iors. Colors can also be used to 
emphasize good lines and features 
or hide undesirable ones. 

Wlmtcver type paint or other 
finish you select, be certain that 
It is a marine finish. Only marine 
paints are made to resl^ the 
pu!)ishment of all climatic condi- 
tions.

In wintry climates, it Is best to 
store small boats Inside In a warm 
but moist area, T09 much heat, 
dampness or drytieas are detri- 
mental.

Living Standard 
Cited as Factor 
In Overweight 

Virginia Beach, Va.— The high 
U. S. standard of living was Im- 
plicated as a major culprit In our 
national overweight problem by 
a apecialiat 

'tPresen^rday life here trads 
to encourage too little exercise 
and too much eating— a combina- 
tion which will inevitably lead to 
weight gain," Dr. Hart Van Riper 
said In an interview, on radio sta- 
tion WBOP. Dr. Van Riper ia 
medical director of Oelgy Phar- 
macEutlcala which has done clin- 
ical rraearch on overweight and 
has just "introduced a new medi- 
cal appetite-suppressant Preludin. 
His Interview is the second In a 
three part series on wellht con- 
trol. 

Dr. Van Riper stated that 
Americans toda^ were economi- 
cally able to eat far better than 
they had previously and at the 
same time were required to be 
far less physically active both In 
their work and In tlwlr hom^. 

"As an example, it used to 
talie about five and a half hours 
to fix a w hole day's food for a 
family of four." lie said. "Now 
the housewife who makes the 
most of prepared foods can have 
her days cooking done |3 96 min- 
utes." 

In addition, our eating pat- 
terns have changed, acojrding to 
Dr. Van Riper. "As a nation we 
are far more snack-eating then 
we ever were," he said. He cited 
examples ranging from the mld- 
moming coffee break to the eve- 
ning TV snack. "All of i^ese play 
an important role In Jthe aoclal 
life of increasingly l^e number 
of Americans." 

Emotional tension^ too can play 
a part in overweight. Dr. Van 
Riper reported. »'Many people 
overeat to relieve tension. Then 
too some may choose to ren&in 
overweight in order to avoid com- 
petitive situations."' 

Dr. Van Riper alao exposed 
some of the misconceptions about 
overweight. 

The explanations offered- by 
many . overweight people such as 
"It's my glands" and "it runs In 
my family." were largely falki- 
clous. he said. 

In his next Interview. Ht^ Van 
Riper win deal with what cjin be 
done about the problem of over- 
weight.

From Mary E. Oaboni, Pleav 
aat View, Ky.: I remember w^ 
my father owned oaten he made 
a yoke at popular wood. He made ' 
bows of hlirkory and dressed the 
wood with his drawing knife. He 
made holes tn the yoke vrith an 
auger and bent the bows to fit 
around the oxen's neck. He .^ 
hitched them to his farm wagon to 
haul com fodder, fire wood and 
many other things. In the fall 
when the crop was gathered and 
put away, he would go to Pleasant 
View, to *buy salt, flour, sugar 
and fpffee to do us all winter. In 
the winter time the mud was to the 
wagon hubs. 

Rabbits, squirrels, quail, wild 
turkeys were plentiful and hunting 
was fun. When the snow fell and 
the ground began to freeze, our 
hogs were killed and salted down 
on the meat bench In the smoke 
house with a winter's supply of 
api^s, beans, cabbage, kraut 
sweet and Irish potatoes. We 
youngsters p<q>ped corn, made tuff 
Jack, ate apples and roasted po- 
tatoes. The boys set traps and 
would catch six or eight rabbits, 
racoons, opposum and other game, 
a pasttime that made the winter- 
time seem more fun and appear 
shorter and less dreary. 

We always waited for March to 
come blustering over the hlUs. 
Warm suiuhine^urst buds into 
April flowers and wild flowers 
spread rainbow cdon everywhere. 
Wild birds wwild shig jubilees 
ta every tree and aiq>le blossom 
petals show^^ down aU around.

EVERY FARMER NEEDS 
SOME LIVESTOCK 

Beel cattle can play an import- 
ant role In in6feaslii« profits on 
most general farms In Princess 
Anne County. 

I think too many people have 
the wrong idea about the place 
that beef cattle can play in a 
farming program. Maaiy farmers 
feel that they can not afford to 
stop cropping their farm, se«d it 
to pasture and then buy cattle for 
the entire fann. This is not the 
role that beef cattle should play. 
Beef cattle should fit into the 
farm operation and produce for 
the farm rather than the farm 
producing for the cattle. 

I do pot believe that we can say 
it is wise to have the entire farm 
In beef cattle, but we can general- 
ly say that every farm needs a few 
head whi^h will consume rough- 
ages that would ordinarily be 
wasted. On the com and soybean 
farms a few head of cattle could 
consume a large portion of corn 
fodder after the corn is harvested. 
They would also get any remaining 
cfom that would be left in the 
field. They could also be turned 
out on the soybean fields after 
harvesting is completed and will 
be able to get sufficient feed from 
the soybean vines. Beef cattle do 



rotated so that the sheep will not 
stay on the same piece of land all 
the time. 

Ewes should be bred in July so 
that they will lamb in early Janu- 
ary. The lambs should be market- 
ed when they weigh from 80 to 
100 pounds. The VlPl Agricultural 
Extension Service holds in this 
area three lamb sales a year. The 
prices received are considerably 
higher than prices paid on the 
farm by local buyers. These lamb 
pools or sales are held in Smith- 
field and farmers selling through 
these sales realize greater profits 
from their lambs. It is needless to 
say that farmers should sell where 
they can get the greatest amount 
of money for their Itunbs. 

Sheep pay off fairly well oh a 
per acre basis considering that we 
can maintain five ewes per acre. 
These five ewes shauld produce 
seven marketable Icunbs. With a 
bottom price of $15 each for the 
seven lambs. This means a total 
gross profit of $105 per acre. 
Therefore, we can assume that 
under good management with good 
Quality sheep they ^U pay about 
the same price per acre that beef 
cattle will. ^ . , 



SUCCEED WITH HOGS 

So far wc have been talking 



about livestock to consume rough- 
ages that would ordinarily go to 
waste. Now lets look at the ho^ 
story. This is producing livestock 
to take care of grain that is pro- 
duced on the farm. 

There are three systems of rais- 
ing hogs here in Princess Anne 
County. The first way is to pur- 
chase feeder pigs and feed them 
out for market. The second system 
followed here in the county Ls to 
keep sows and sell feeder pigs. 
This method is good for farmers 
that have pasture, but can not 
raise enough grain to finish hogs 
for market. We have an excellent 
market in Princess Anne County 
for feeder pigs, since we have 
Several farmers with large garbage 
feeding operations. The third sys- 
tem which is used on most all of 
the farms in the county Is to keep 
sows and feed out the pigs on 
the farm for slaughter. Success 
In this type of program depends 
on a plentiful supply of home 
grown grains. 

For either of the.se three .sys- 
tems, pasture will pay big divi- 
dends; There is tio trettrr pftstufe 
for hogs than succulant Llndano 
Clover. One acre of Ladino Clover 
will amply take care of three sows 
and their litters. 

The breed to keen on vour farm 



is a question oftein a«ked «nd one 
whk:h remains and will remain 
unanswered. Rem«nber there ere 
good ones and bad ones of all 
breeds. There may be much wider 
differences In animals within 
breeds rather than between breeds. 
Guides to help you decide on 
your breed are: 

1. Which bi"eed do you personally 
like? 

2. Does the market like this 
breed? r 

3. Can you get good brecdlnj 
stock?

ties in California. In these herds 
buckets were used on the testing 
day. 

The amount of milk shipped for 
the four-day period before, and 
the four-day period after testing 
was determined by reading the 
weight slips received fmm the 
dairies..

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not require high quality forage 
at all times. iBecause of their 
nature they are able to maintain 
themselves on less forage and poor 
quality forage and remain in better 
condition than other types of 
cattle. 

All of our crop farmers realize 
that cover crops aie a necessity 
on their farm. Beef cattle can 
graze on these cover crops 
throughout a large portion of the 
winter. Of course we must not 
over look godd pasture for cattle. 
This pasture should be on land 
that Is wet or otherwise unsuitable 
for crop production. Most of our 
farms In the county have s<Hne 
land of this nature. This Is the 
type of land that should always 
go Into pasture. 

In Princess Anne Cwinty an 
acre of Ladino Clover-Orchard 
Orasa or Ladlno-Pescue should 
properly take care of one cow and 
oalf per acre. 

Beef cattle can not be just 
"dumped" onto the farm and ex- 
pect them to make good profits. 
They have to be managed proper- 
ly and if properly managed can 
return good profits on your invest- 
ments. Cows should be bred so that 
aU calves will be dropped In Janu- 
ary and early February, "nila en- 
ables you to have a unifonn crop 
of calves to sell in October at 
weening time. Calves should be 
dehorned and castrated while 
young and when grass begins to 
shorten, thus reduchig the moth- 
er's milk, they should be provided 
grain in a cre^. 

If good quaJlty beef type cows 
are used and bred to a pure-bred 
bull, thatr is better than "his" cows 
you should get a calf crop of deep, 
thick, short-bodied calves stand- 
taig on short, big-boned legs. 
Calves of this quality have been 
selling on the average In past 
years at Feeder Calf Sales for 
approximately $100 per head. This, 
is a good gross profit per acre 
wise when you consider that one 
acre feeds one cow and her calf. 
We should consider here that there 
Is a great deal less labor involved 
In producing this calf than in 
producing a crop and it has far 
fewer expenses. 



PROSPER WITH SHEEP 

Princess Anne County can pro- 
duce excellent wool and mutton. 
We have a good climate, Arbund- 
ance of grass and are close to 
good wool and lamb markets. 
Sheep raising is carried on farms 
for many reasons, and has paid 
well. There is, I believe, reason to 
believe that with good care and 
management sheep will continue 
to pay. There slwuld not be a flock 
of sheep on every farm, however, 
many more beef cattle, general 
and specialized farms can profit 
by adding a few sheep to their 
farms. 

There arc several factors to con- 
sider when going Into the sheep 
business. First of all, love and 
understanding of sheep is a must. 
Beginners will have more succ&ss 
If they "grow In" rather than "go 
in" the sheep business. How many 
sheep to keep is often a probifm. 
Remem])er that sheep Is b aecoa- 
dary source of Income rather tnan 
the primary source. In the case 
they play the same role as beef 
cattle on the farm. It Is always 
wise to have too few sheep ratter 
than too many. We can, however, 
by practicing good management 
have 5 ewe& per acre provided that 
the farmer follows good parasite 
control.

Veterans Administration. A tegal 
impediment could be a divoice 
from bed and board only instead 
ci an absolute divorce, a marriage 
within a prohifcltory period un- 
known to the woman, neglect of 
the veteran to tell the woman of 
a previous undissolved marrkige, 
or inaccurate information as to the 
death of a former spouse. 

Under the new law, if the%ar- 
riage to the veteran was entered 
int^ in good faith by the wmnaa, 
the VA may consider it a valid 
marriage if: 

1. The marriage would taive been 
valid had the legal bar not esisted; 

2. The parties lived together 
as man and wife for S or more 
years just prior to the veteran's 
death; and 

3. No claim for benefits has 
been filed by e legal widow of the 
veteran. 

The new law also provides that 
tlie ifeite on which a woman mar- 
ried a vetemn shall not disqualify 
her for pension or compensation, 
if she was married to him for & 
or more years, or for any period 
of time if a <diild was bom of the 
marriage. The old qualifying cut- 
off dates have not been changed, 
but new qualifying alternative 
marriage dates are provide^ if 
the old dates are not me*.

PENSIONS FOE SURVIVORS OF 
WW n A KOBflAN VETERANS 

It has ocone to our attmtlOTi 
that claims for some widows and 
children of "WW n or Korean 
veterans are not being filed be- 
cause the dec^ued veteran was 
not in receipt of compensation, or 
because the survivors do not think 
the veteran had a service connect- 
ed disability. The laws and regula- 
tions require that the veteran must 
have been receiving ccmipensation, 
or must have had an ascertainable 
service connected disability at the 
time of death. Proof of tlie ser- 
vice connected disability can be 
established after death, as well 
as before. 

In many cases, when a claim Is 
filed and the service health records 
are obtained by the VA, the 
records will show disabilities of 
which the family had no know- 
ledge and which the veteran had 
not thought sufficiently dlsabllnj 
to mention, such as varicose veins, 
hemorrhoids, ' or organic heart 
murmurs devel<^ed while on active 
duty. Then too the veteran may 
have spoken of treatment for dis- 
abilities incurred in service but 
fo^ which he never filed claim. 
A claim should be filed for the 
widow and children of every de- 
ceased veteran of World War II or 
the Korean period. Any know- 
ledge that the survivors have as 
to illnesses or Injuries in service, 
including dates end places of 
treatment when known, ^ould be 
rft!»ded oa the application. Noth- 
ing may come Jrom filing the 
claim, but it is desirable to set 
up the file while recollection is 
fresh and in anticipation of pos- 
sible change in the pension laws.

Veterans entitled to VA COM- 
PENSATION may draw either one 
of the two Social Security Bene- 
fits without one affecting the 
other: 

However, a veteran entitled to 
VA PEaS^SION and SB DISABIL- 
ITY INBURiANCE can draw only 
a sum equal to whichever pay- 
ment is the higher. He may 
choose to have payments made by 
both agencies, which will result 
in the lower award being paid m 
full by one agency and the bal- 
ance paid by the other. Illustra- 
tion: a 62 year old pennanently 
disabled veteran is found entitled 
to a VA PENSION of 66.15 and to 
SS DISABILITY D^URANCE of 
)8S.OO. TTiis man can receive only 
$85.00 r^ardless of the agency or 
agencies paying the benefits. 

At age 65 a veteran can draw a 
VA PENSION and SS OLD AGE 
INSURANCE because after 65 the 
SS benefit is not a disability pay- 
ment, but is based on retirement.

"Will my health insurance 
cover this medical expense?" 

This has become an all-too- 
famjliar question asked by pa- 
tients of doctors and hospital ad- 
mission offices. 

-'A xecent study reveals the 
startling fact that while 120,000,- 
000 Americans now have some 
foitn of health cost protection, 
relatively few people pay abten-

Much of this can be explainenl 
by the fact that an ^timaited 
80 per cent of these insured 
Americans are protected under 
group programs, according to the 
Health Insurance Institute.

A cancellable type policy, usual- 
ly renewable on a year-to-year 
basis, carries the advantage of 
lower cost and frequently offers 
a broader coverage of insurance 
risks. 

Similar to term life 'insurance, 
cancellable health insumnoe poli- 
cies represent a sourid buy for a 
given period of time. As a matter 
of practice most companies re- 
new this type ot policy except in 
cases of fraud. 

Non-cancellable health insur- 
ance, available for over 50 years. 
is valid for long periods or for 
life. This type of policy states 
that premiums will not be raised 
throughout the duration of the 
policy. 

Because of the extend«l risks 
undertaken by the Insuring com- 
panies, non-cancellable policies 
generally are apt to be somewhat 
higher in cost. 

Non -cancellable forms of acci- 
dent and sickness insurance are 
becoming generally available, as 
more people desire this form of 
peimanent protection. No matter 
what form of health cost cover- 
age Is desired, according to the 
Hsaltti Ittturance Institute, H is 
how becoming locreaaingly ob- 
talsAbte.

The State pro- 
vides food. sheHer, and medical 
C€u:e, but the little luxuries and 
personal needs have to come frwn 
thoae who care a little, and so 
many of those have died or for- 
gotten—that is where we come 
m and the club Is trying to do its 
bit for these "grown children".

I hope, you enjoyed that - I did 
for its the very first time I had 
heard the legend of the Turkey.

WHAT TO DO WITH LEAVES 
IS CURRENT HOME PROBLEM 

The problem of %iiat to do 
about the leaves on the lawn is a 
common one ihese days for home 
owners. 

H they are left on the lawn 
the grass will be killed. Serious 
damage to grass may result within 
a few days after the teaves fall, 
The safest plan is io sweep the 
leaves off t,he grass two or three 
times a week. 

The much-talked-about idea of 
mulching the lawn with pulverized 
leaves appeals to many home 
owners as an easy way out. This 
may save some of the labor needed 
10 sweep and remove the leaves, 
but in most casea it wlU- not ^ve 
the grass. - W 

If there are only a very few 
leaves, the leaf mulcher might be 
used. But in most cases the mulch 
left from the chopped leaves will 
smother the turf. Under certam 
conditions the pulverized leaves 
might do more damage than the 
whole leaves.

REPLACEMENT EWES 
FOR VIRGINIA FLOCKS 
STUDIED AT STATION, 

Finding readily available re- 
placement ewes which would do 
well for Virginia sheepmen has 
been a pu2a:ler of some magnitude 
in years past. 

Now, however, researchers at 
VP3: Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion have established that seve^^l 
kinds of ewes produced in the 
western range states will do a good 
Job In Virginia. 

In an earlier study the Station 
found that crossbred Hampshire 
and Rambouillet ewes from Mon- 
tana and the northwest range 
states were satisfactory for lamb 
and wool production under Vir- 
ginia conditions in c'Jimparison 
with commercially available na- 



tive ewes. These ewes, commonly 
known as "Northwest Blackface,"' 
became very popular as flock re- 
placements among sheepmen In 
Virginia and adjoining states. 
Lambs of»this breeding were also 
in strong demand among mid- 
western lamb, feeders' a3 feeder 
lambs. Consequently, ewes of this 
particular cross' became fairly 
high-priced. , " » 

The lAore recent study, wl I h 
Is reported in Bulletin 486, "West- 
ern Replacements for Virginia 
Flocks," aimed at comparing other 
kinds of western ewes available 
In quantity with the "Northwest 
Blackfaces" for suitability as re- 
placements in Virginia. 

The researchers found that from 
the standpoint of lamb produc- 
tion, Suffolk x Rambouillet ewas 
from Texas were somewhat su- 
perior to the other ewes in the 
study in earliness of lambing, 
birth weight, dally gain, slaughter 
and carcass grades, and dressing 
percentages of the lambs. They 
were lowest in fleece weight of the 
four types of ew^es compared. 

Hampshire x Rambouillet cross- 
breeds from Montana,, although 
sli;htly below the average of the 
Suffolk cross ewes in lamb per- 
formance traits, are considered 
quite satisfactory, and many of 
thorn have been ijrippea into Vlf- 
ginia and adjoining states. They 
havo somewhat heavier fleeces 
than the Suffolk crosses. 

The whiteface crossbreeds were 
really two types— Lincoln crosses 
and Columbia or Corriedale cixjsa- 
es. The Lincoln crosses were the 
less desirable, and are not especi- 
ally recommended for Virginia. 
Their heavier fleece weights were 
offset by low quality and a tend- 
ency for the wool to become "cot- 
ted" or felted. The Columbia or 
Corriedale crosses are more de-, 
slrable and approach the Himp- 
shlre crosses in laaib performance. 
The average lambing *dajte ol the 
Whiteface crossbreeds was several 
days later than the otiier three 
groups. 

Grade RsfflilKntillet «wfis are 
considered somewhat less desir- 
able than the Suffolk, Hampshires, 
or Columbia or Cortedale cross- 
breeds. They weve less prolific at 
younaer ages and tlieir lambs had 
the lowest growth rate, carcass 
grade, and carcass yield. They 
sheared excellent fleeces both in 
quality and weight, but the piies- 
ence of wrinkles makes shearing 
hard for people not accustomed 
to such sheep. They should be 
bought only at a price discount 
below the crossbreed types. 

There is little to choose among 
the different types of ewes on 
proficiency, all four groups aver- 



aging slightly more than one lamb 
weaned per ewe bred, In the study 
any loss of ewes or lambs for any 
cau^e, accidental or othei-wise, 
was charged a^ain^t the group. 
Much more prolific ewes may be 
(selected by lieeplng back the best 
ewe lambs In one's flock.

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CLOSE ATTENTION TO DETAIL 
ADVISED FOR SUCCESSFUL 
POULTRY PRODUCER 

Close attention to details' is 
necessary In a successful poultry 
business. 

For instance, tiie agent says 
artificial lights in the poultry 
house will cause the hens to lay 
more eggs during the winter 
months when the days are shoKi. 
Turn the lights on early in the 
morning, or by use of an alarm 
clock switch, to give the birds a 
13 to 14-hour day. 

All-night lights can be used. A 
40-watt bulb suspended midway 
between the front and back walls 
about six feet above the floor at 
two different locations will gen- 
erally give enough light for a 20 
by 20-foot house. For all night 
lights, use two 10 or 15-watt bulbs 
instead of th e 40-watt bulbs. It 
Will proba bly i>ay lu usa artlfmial 
lights In the poultry house unless 
commercial layers are already pro- 
ducing more than 65 eggs per day 
per 100 birds. 

Give careful attention to feeding 
practices, especially during cold 
weather, and be sure feed Is not 
wasted. Feed a good grade of 
mash. Save feed by filling leel^top 
fee^rs only half full two or three 
times a day instead of filling open- 
top feeders with as much as they 
will hold. Raise the feeders up 
off the floor a little to help keep 
dirt and litter out of the hoppers. 

Try to maintain or increase the 
body weight of the birds, and 
avoid sudden chsinges. The feeding 
of pellets or moist mash at noon 
will help brin? up egg production 
and maintain body weight. Feed- 
ing home-grown whole gr«ins is 
desirajble, but don't use them until 
they are cured. Feeding new green 
grain is harmful to Wrds. Store 
feed in bins or rooms away from 
rats or mice. If you have a large 
flock, bulk feed handling will save 
time and energy. 

Adjust windows and ventilators

It is confusing to know that last 
year 2,650 children In the 5 to 14 
year age group was killed In traffic 
accidents. Another 150.000 were 
injured. These figures «ire confus- 
ing because these things happen Iri 
a country that is noted for its 
care also pampering Its young. 

So often faulty traffic attitudes 
are visited on their children. Chil- 
dren are ipore lai^ely influenced 
by parents and adults practices 
than by preaching. First of all our 
behavior In traffic Influences chil- 
dren. Secondly, adults should know 
the safety driving rules taught in 
the schools and then coordinate 
and back them up by home in- 
struction. Impress upon children 
the danger of playing in or near 
the street. Train them to be 
skilled in the operation of things 
having wheels such as trucks, etc. 
If your child rides the school bus, 
teach him to observe the rules and 
you will have to be in contact with 
the school to know the rules. 

In addition to what parents 
and adults need to do according to 
the National Safety Committee as 
mentioned above we need also to 
remember to keep a constant look 
out for children, ejspeclally near 
places where they play. Don't try 
to compete with youngsters on 
bikes. We can't expect their judg- 
ment to equal tliat of a mature 
driver. Consider every school bus 
a danger sign. Lets remember to 
obey the law which obligates us 
to stop when the bus is stopped 
regardless of directions. Of course 
we should not follow any vehicle 
too closely, but it is especially im- 
portant that we not follow a school 
bus too closely. 

Lets remember too, therefore, 
be good and have good behaviour 
vfi traffic. Lets remember to back 
up the school in teaching safety. 
Lets remember and insist on chil- 
dren obeying safety rules regard- 
ing play area, school buses, or 
traffic.

Projected construction of a new 
elementary school in the Kemps- 
ville Magisterial District of Prin- 
cess Anne County moved ahead 
another step Tuesday.

Office 
of Education. 

Available in Pedei^l funds is

We were shocked to hear a city 
biifiinessman maice the above state- 
ment recently. But on sea}nd 
ttumght, it doesn't seem strange 
thftt he did. Farmers and farm 
organkMtions— indeed, farm oiag- 
a«ines then^elvea— have failed to 
keep people in town informed 
about the problems farmers 
are facing and the job they are 
doing. And the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, who might be expected 
to serve as an effective spokes- 
man for farmers, seems to be <te- 
termlned to use the vast pul^Iicity 
powers of his office to discredit 
them. 

In order to provide for a clearer 
understanding between towns- 
people and farmers, Nov. 22-28 
has been proclaimed as Parm- 
City Week" by President Eisen- 
hower. Annual observance of this 
event was inaugurated by Congress 
in 195€. following e long agitation 
by The Progressive Parmer sup- 
ported l)y other agricultural 
groups.

I. America's farmers have In- 
weased their efficiency faster than 
any other group — ^In 1900, one 
fam^r could feed only t4m«elf 
and seven other people. . . . In!

To<^y 
a farmer can feed himself and 21 
others. No other industry in 
Amiesrlca can show such a fan- 
tastic increase in efficiency as 
this. And it is only because of 
agriculture's phenomenal increase

A recent report by the Defense De- 
partment covering the operation of 
'he Dependents' Medical Care Pro- 
gram from its beginning on December 
7, 1956 to June 3(J. 1957 shows that it 
has been well accepted by civilian 
doctors and hospitals, and that it 
has reached dependents of service- 
men in outlying areas who would have 
been unable to receive medical care 
in the facilities of the armed services. 
At the dose of the fiscal year last 
June 30 some 103.595 civilian hospi- 
tal bill claims and 127.902' physicians' 
claims had been received ^n the medi- 
care headquarters in Washington. 
Maternity cases headed the list and 
toBslllectomies were second. The gov- 
ernment's doctor and hospital bill for 
the avera^ maternity case amounts 
to about $224 for a 4 to 5 day stay 
in the h<^ital, and for all types of 
cases the average hospitali>hysician 
Mil is about $209. To these coste must 
be added the administrative cmts of 
the agencies which handle the pro- 
-am for the government.

S. Farmers axe eiistomers for 
both constmiptton goods and pro- 
duction goods — The fanner la 
America's No. 1 customer for goods 
made by American industry and 
tabor. Iluit's because he's a 
"double-barreled c u s t o m e r." 
Whereas the average city man 
buys only consumer goods — ^food, 
clothing, refrlgera/tors, and other 
such items — the farmer buya both 
consumer goods and production 
goods. Last year, the nation's 
9,311.000 farm families spent more 
money for family living alone than 
the total retail sales of New York 
and Chicago. Faimers also spent 
124 billion for supplies, equipment, 
md other costs of operation. . . . 
Average investment per farm 
*orker is $20,149, compared with 
t7,&86 per manufacturing worker, 
rhere is more mechanical horse- 
power on America's farms than 
in all its factories combined. The 
prices which farmers pay for pro- 
duction goods tmve risen 30% in 
the last 10 years. But prices farm- 
3rs receive for what they produce 
are no higher than' in 194€. 

4. Farmers are producing cheap 
food for which city folks are pay- 
.ng high -prices — Jjast year the 
average American family spent 
$1,500 for food. Of that amount, 
only $600, or about 40%, went to 
.armers. Nearly two-thirds of the 
51.500, or $900, went to middle" 
nen between the farmer and con- 
sumer. Since 1947, the annual 
amount spent on food has increas- 
Jd $300 per family, but the farm- 
jr's share In 1956 was actually $9 
less than it was in 1947. The in- 
:rease went to processors and 
middlemen. Farmers are being at- 
tacked unjustly tor htfK fwjd" 
prices, for which city food proces- 
30re and middlemen are clearly 
responsible. 

5. Farmers have subsidized cities 
rather than being subsidized them- 
jelves — So-called "suljsidies" paid 
farmers have amounted to far l^s 
than "tax writeoffs" granted in- 
dustry, "depletion allowances" 
jlven oil producers, and minimum 
wage benefits provided laborers. 
... In fact, farmers have actually 
subsidissed our cities. Our rural 
communities have educated boys 
and girls at high c^t and then 
shipped them off to the cities to 
become taxpayers. Farmers have 
nurtured and sustained our na- 
tions population growth from 77 
million in 1900, of whom 38% 
ived on the farm, to 171 million 
today, of whom only 13% live on 
the farm. The productive power of 
3ur nation's farms has been mag- 
nificent, not only in turning out 
sotton and cattle and wheat. The 
priceless product of our fanris has 
been the boys and girls who live 
and work in our cities today. 

6. Farmers are a barrier to pos- 
sible excess of "Big Business" or 
"Big Labor" — A farmer is a "three- 
armed man." He combines in him- 
self the functions of 1) capital, 
2) management, and 3) labor. He 
understands the problems of the 
city investor, businessman, and 
laborer. The faimer is ready to 
deal with each of these groups 
and pay it a fair price for serv- 
ices rendered. He is a loyal cus- 
tomer when properly treated. But 
farmers will not long tolerate In- 
justice. In the past, they have 
used the weapon of cooperation 
to combat usurious credit terms 
and high prices for inferior equip- 
ment, supplies, and services. And 
"part-time fanners," particularly 
the countless thousands of them 
in the South today, pose the 
strongest obstacle to spread of 
corrupt unionism. When farmers 
work in a factory, they believe in 
giving a full day's wcark for a day's 
pay. "Part-time farmers" are set- 
ting production records in in- 
dustry which are making the na- 
tion's rural areas — particularly 
those in Dixie — the best paying 
outlet for growth of the nation's 
manufacturing plants. 

7. F^umers are Uie most ef- 
fective foes of commuiiism— Rus- 
sia has had some success in com- 
munlzing its industries. But it has 
met with miserable failure in its 
efforts to collectivize its farms. 
This is true not only in Russia, 
itself, but also in its satellite na- 
tk>ns. And it is the inability of 
Russia to force food production as 
It forces Industrial production that 
is proving to be communism's 
■'Achilles heel." S<Hne people fear 
that communism will eventually 
dominate America through attack 
from within. As long as we have 
as many solvent faitnei? as we 
have today, that threat is dotmied. 

8. ftuTners provide America wlUi 
ft reservoir, of ^Jiritual strength— 
'Small landowners," said Thomas 
JefferaMi, "am the most precious 
portion of the state.

Adepuate Fertilizer Is the Key 



BLACKSBURG' — G«>d manage- 
ment and adequate fertilizer is the 
key to sutxessful farming, according 
to R. A. Lyon of Spring Grove, Va. 

Edgar Rawls, County Agent in Sur- 
ry'County, reports that Mr. I yon has 



increased the yield of peanuts from 
1,700 pounds to 2,850 pourids per 
acre and corn yiekls from 40 to 80 
bushels per ace since puchasing his 
farm in 1930. 

"Mr. Lyon uses a three year rota- 
tion for all of row cro^. Peanuts^re 
his main cai»h crop, so corn, small 
grain and soybeans are rotated with 
this crop," says Mr. Rawls. "Cover 
crops, important in iHiilding up soil 
fertility, arc used each year. 

Soil tests are taken each year on 
fiekls going in peanuts. An 0-10-20 
fertilizer as needed according to soil 
tests is applied to the cover crop each 
year and turned under for peanuts. 
Lan4 plaster at the rate of 500 pounds 
is used as a source of cakrium. Com

10 iilus 100 to J25 pounds of nitro-

Skinning on fertilizer is one thing 
that isn't Hllnw^ij nn Mr. Lyon's farm. 
He has found out that plenty of 
fertilizer has no substitute. You can't 
grow crops without fert^zer no mat- 
ter how hand you try", says Mr. Lyon, 
and if you have to work a crop you 
had just as well work one that will 
nmke you some money.-

In their recommendation to the- 
board, they pointed out the nu- 
merous geographic and economic 
advantages afforded by the Parr 
site.

The site selected Is adjacent to 
tlie steam and hydro plant of 
South Carolina Gas and Electric 
Company, a member of CVNPA, 
and is a location that has pre- 
viously been co%i^ere4^by the 
Atomic ESiergy Conamisslon, f::om 
the standpobit of safety and other 
features as being a favorable lo- 
cation fgr the construction of an 
atomic pow^r plant. 

The proposal of the four-com- 
pany group is now before the AEC 
and must have the approval of the 
AEC and a special congressional 
committee before construction of 
the plant can be' begun.. It calls 
for a prototype heavy-water cool- 
ed and heavy-water moderated 
reactor fueled with a slightly en- 
riched uranium.

WASHINGTON — The Civil 
Defense Administration took the 
wmps off its W.aoo "family" 
A-bomb shelter and a top of- 
ficial called lor a program to en- 
courage widespread construction. 

Tlie shelter, tested at the Neva- 
da lativii^ grounds ntuilear testa, 
feature thick concrete walls, 
sturdy doors and ati escape hatch, 
air ventilation and suppli^ for a 
family of six for two we^^. 

It i£ designed for nfet^ agaliuA 
nuclear blasts, thermo radiation, 
fallout and chemical and biological 
warfare. It must be placed in the 
ground. 

L*. Gen. Clarence J. Huebner, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Civil Defense Directors, 
predicted that without shelters 95 
per cent of the U.S. population 
will die in a nuclear war. 

"If I'm still in civil defense. I'll 
help bury them or help bring them 
to the hospital," Huebner said, 
"but they'U get no sympathy from 
me." 

The general, director of the New 
York State Civil Defense program, 
replied, "of course," when asked 
whether officials actually want 
famiU^ to spend $3,300 for shel- 
ters. 

The Association of SLate and 
Territorial Civil D-'fense directors 
met in Washingion to d_;cu:.=! 
planning for future activities. The 
new family shelter was presented 
by federal a uthorities for the first

Offered Science, 
Math Teachers 

Shell Companies Amndation. 
Inc., has announced tlMi fellow- 
ships win be provided for special 
study next summer to 100 high 
school > teachers of physics, ehon- 
istry, and math«natu». 

This is a 67 per cent increase 
in the siae of the Foundation's 
Merit Felloirahip program since 
the first 60 fellowships were 
awarded in 1956.

"I wanted a license, but I 
couldn't get one withoirt going to 
a barber school." 

According to Thomas Ritchie, 
head of the barber division, Mw 
Gandt's family hair cuttlnj ex- 
periments grew into a, fkmrishlng 
biisiness. 

"Witnesses at her trial in August 
said ?he cut 50 heads of ^air m a 
day," Ritchie said. "She had thref 
clippers, because they got over- 
heated from heavy use." 

Mi"s. Gandt's top price was only 
75 cents a haircut, Ritchie said, 
and she would often charge leas 

"Witiie^es say she does a good 
job on crew cuts." Ritchie added.

POULTRYMEN ASKING 
ABOUT CAGE LAYERS 

Discussions about cage vs floor 
layers are still stirring the poultry 
world. 

There have been no known con- 
trolled tests on the relative profits 
from cage and floor layers in Vir- 
ginia, it is the opinion of VPI that 
a little more Income per hour of 
labor can be derived from the 
f lodr system of management in this 
state. VPI says a careful operator 
can be successful with a cagie 
system, but can do Just as well 
with the floor-system if he applies 
the same effort and know-how. 

Denver Dragg, Poultry special- 
ist, cites work done in Montana 
with the two systems. The feed 
conversion on leghorn pullets 
throuah the first 6 months of lay. 
was 4.01 pounds of feed per dozen 
of eggs for the floor system, and 
4.25 pounds per dozen for the 
cage system. Average production 
was 79.1% for the floor bird, and 
77.2% for the caged. 

A four-year test recently report- 
ed compared pullets In individual 
cages to sisters on the floor. The 
floor birds averaged a few more 
eggs per hen and that their eggs 
cont ained a few less blood spots. 
Moriaiuy, however, was a little 
less and eggs weights just a little 
better for the cage-managed birds. 

Dragg says other advantaies for 
cages are: 

Definite information on the pro- 
duction of each bird. Slightly less 
feed, in most cases, per dozen 
eggs. UnifosTO yearly production 
if the cages are kept filled. Lower 
mortally with little or not trouble 
from pick-outs or cannibalism. 
Less parasite trouble. Fewer dirty 
egis. And generally a little heavier 
bird at time of sale. 

On the other hand, labor ne«ds 
are increased in the cage system. 
It has been estimated "that one 
man will handle one-half to one- 
third fewer birds in cages. Other 
dasadvantages are: Increased dif- 
ficulty in cbntrolling files, lice, 
and mites. Need for biooding three 
to four times a year to keep cages 
filled. Greater investment per bird. 
Inability of birds in cagea to 
stand very cold or very hot wea- 
ther as well as birds on the floor. 
The need for a more exacting 
diet. It is ahso harder to switch 
from layers to broilers or breeders 
if the caje system is used, Bragg 
says.

end will set the hair. 

If you want to do the best job 
of curing, wait until the meat is 
chilled before salting. Formulas for 
curing meat vary, but all of them 
contain all or part of the follow- 
ing ingredients; salt, saltpeter, 
sugar and molasses, and pepper. 
Salt Is the bais of all meat curing. 
Saltpeter has some curing effect 
and also brings out the red color. 
Su?ar Is used foraflavor, and also 
to help repel Inlects. 

A formula in wide use is that 
contained in Bulletin 1186, avail- 
able from county agents and the 
VPI Agricultural Extension Service, 
Black&burg. It lists 8 pounds of 
salt. 2 pounds of sugar, and 2 
ounces of saltpeter for 100 pounds 
of meat. 

Divide 'the mixture, applying one 
halLammtdifttely^after Jhe theat 
is cut out and the rest 6 to 8~Mys 
later. The time in cure is two* days 
per pound for hams and shoulder 
cuts, but not less than 25 days in 
any period. A ham weighing 18 
pounds therefore should be cured 
about 3€ days, but a 10-pound cut 
should cure for 25 days. Bacon 
should not remain in c.ike: for gnit^P 
as long as hams, because it has 
a trimmer cut. a 

After curing and sim<*lng, store 
meat in a cool, dry place. Cuts 
wrapped in paper and put in mus- 
lin bags will be protected from 
the skipper fly. If cuts ere hung 
in a meat house without wrapping, 
be sure the building Is fairly clean. 
It also needs to be tight enough 
to prevent the entrance of the 
skipper fly. Cover ventillators wit#» 
30 -inch mesh screen because the 



skipper fly is much smaller than 
the house fly. ^ 

Do not give hogs any feed at 
all for 24 hours before killin-r, but 
give them plenty of water. Pre- 
vent bruises by not kicking or 
hitting hogs with a sitick while 
getting them to the killing place. 
The best bleed is obtained if the 
hogs are not stunned, but if they 
are stunned they should be stuck 
as quickly as possible after they 
are. 

God.'iey says an effective job of 
curirtj meat will save Virginia 
farmers at least $1,000,000. because 
e^ch year this amount is lost in 
home killed meat because of spoil- 
age and inst«t infestations. Proper 
planning and up-to-date methods 
can cut this loss.

IT'S HOG "kILUnG time 

Hog killing for home use Is big 
business in Virginia. 

R. M. Godsey, associate animal 
husbandman at VPI, says that 
during the next few weeks Virginia 
farmers will be killing hogs for 
their 1958 pork supply. A good 
reason for killing early in the sea- 
son is that the meat can be cured 
end stored before the skipper fly 
comes around. This meat insect 
generally appears during the first 
warm days in late February and 
' March. 

The weather should be cold en- 
ought to chill the carcasses thor- 
oughly overnight. '' 

Here are other tips from Godsey : 

The lighter weight hois, 200 to 
250 pounds, make the best meat. 
HiOgs should be getting weight at 
time of slaughter. Avoid gettin? 
hogs excited immediately before 
killing. A poor bleed and meat 
spoilage may result from over- 
excitment. Keep the temperature 
of the water for scalding between 
145 to 150. Too high a tempera-

tt~ Each year highway accidents and deaths 
reach their peak at Christmas time. 

Ice, sleet and snow, early darkness, 
drinking, the holiday rush end festivity, 
and carelessness combine to make Decem- 
ber the bugaboo month for traffic. In 
thousands of homes last Christmas, joy was 
shattered by the tragedy of a traffic 
accident. 

But the National Safety Council, with the 
cooperation of 160 other national organi- 
zations, again, jf^ seeking to prevent such 
tragedies. And the Council reports that the 
cHitlook is bright for a safer, ha^Vier Christ- 
mas this year. 

The fraffic trend is encouraging. Durir>g 
the f irst'nirw montlw of the year, the death 
toll dropped 2- per cent from the same 



period for the previous year — a saving of 
800 lives. 

If this rate of improvement can be main- 
tained the rest of the year, the Council said, 
more than 1 ,(X)0 lives can be saved on the 
highway in 1957. 

Instrumental in the improvement has 
been an intensive traffic safety campaign, 
"Back the Attack on Traffic Accidents," 
which was launched last December to en- 
courage public officials to step up the attack 
on traffic accidents and to stimulate accept- 
ance of personal responsibility for safety. 

If citizens will continue to support the 
campaign during the coming weeks — not 
with money or time, but with just more 
cw-e in driving and walking— all of us may 
have a really merry Christmlas in 1957.

More than 2,^3.000 veterans 
holding GI life insurance polici^ 
are saving time uid money by 
paying their premiums in advance. 
Veterans Administration announc- 
ed 

The agency said they comprise 
enarly 60 per cent of the 4,837,000 
OI policyholders who make di- 
rect remittance to VA for their 
insurance premiums. 

Of those malting advance pay- 
ments, VA said. 1.203,000 pay an- 
nually, 649,000 pay semiannuaUy. 
end 981,000 make quarterly re- 
mittances to VA. 

Ikying premium* in advaiM:e 
eliminates the chance of a vet- 
eran forjetting monthly pre- 
miums, an action which might 
cause the policy to l&nse. In ad- 
dition to aavlng postage, the 
agency said. GI policyholders pay- 
ing in advance get the benefit of 
a discount in the pronrtwn rate. I

can be made for any period up to 
the fun life of the policy if the 
veteran desire*. 

Information about advance pay- 
ment of OI insurance premiums 
is available from the VA office 
seniclng the policjr, w tmm any 
VA local office. ' • * 

Q. Are peacetime veterans en- 
titled to compensation for service- 
OMinected disabilities? I know 
they are not entitled to pensions 
for nonservice-connected disabil- 
ity. 

A. Yes. Peacetime veterans may 
be entitled to compensation for 
service - connected disabilities. 
Howeve^, the rate of compensa- 
tion for non-extra-hazardous serv- 
ice dlsabUHles is 80 per cent of 
the rate paid to wartime veterans. 

Q. I have be^ totally and per- 
manently disabled for more than 
six months, and I've ]ust applied 
for a waiver of premiums on my 
OI insurance policy. Will the 
waiver become effective retroac- 
tively, to the da*e I first became 
disabled? 

A» No. The waiver is made ef- 
fective from the premiunf due 
date following the date tlw six 
montlis of continuous total dis- 
ability commenced. 
^Q. I've held a pennanent OI 
insurance policy for several years, 
but about a year ago I let it 
topse. Until I reinstate it. am I 
without any OI insurance protec- 
tion whatsoever? 

A. No. When a permanent policy 
lapses. VA extends your coverage 
automatically as term Insurance. 
Premiums come out of the cash 
reserve you've built up. The term 
protection ends when it has used 
up all the reserve.

"Reluct- 
ant as the insurance carrlM are 
to seek higlwr rates, there is no 
alternative. As inflattonary pres- 
sure continue to puiOj \sp the 
costs of settling aa;ident elalma 
incurred by Insured motorists, 
rate revisions during 1058 will 
undoubtedly Involve increases. In 
many states rate increa-ies have 
already Ijeen approved by super- 
visory authorities that will affect 
a large part of the vohnne of busi- 
ness written in 1958. 

VnderwrltCTs Losses Sev«« 
"Durinc 1958 member com- 
panies of the Bureau suffered a 
countrywide tmderwrlting loss of 
7.9 per cent on automobile lia- 
bility insurance. This means that 
automobile liability claim costs 
and expenses amounted to $107.90 
for every $100 of premiums earn- 
ed, or an aggregate und^wrltlng 
loss of more than $d4,000,000. 
Their automobile physical damage 
insurance business — collision, 
comprehensive, fire, theft, etc.— 
was also unprofitable. Other stock 
companies and mutual companies 
also sustained serious underwrit- 
ing losses during 1956. 

"Reports for the first six 
months of this y^u" Indicate the 
prospect of an even worse under- 
wrttlng loss situation for the year 
•1967. The underwriting loss, for 
example, for all lines for one com- 
pany Jumped from $528,000 in the 
first half of 1956 to $6^36.000 in 
the comparable peri<Ki of 1957; 
for another from $2,839,000 to 
$11.8p0.000: for another from 
$154,000 to $5,379,000; and for still 
another frwn $3,500,000 to $«.- 
881.000. 

'Inflation has forced up average 
claim costs for both bodily in- 
Jury and property damage lia- 
blttty. In addition, the adverse 
effiBct of inHaition on properly 
damage claims has been aggra- 
vated Yty conthiually climbing re- 
pair OMts resulting from car de- 
sign, the new wraparound wind- 
shields, for example.

co^ for both bodily injury and 
property dantage increasaiiif on >the 
average more than 6 per cent a 
year, with the result that bodily 
injury claims settled in 1956 on a 
countrywide basis were 82 per 
cent higher. And there is no evi- 
dence of any apparent leveHng off 
of costs in the foreseeable future. 

"In addition to the upwand 
trend in average claim costs ihe 
(KHHiHtnies have been confronted 
since the latter part of 1955 with 
the adverse effect of increasing 
claim freguency, that is, the num- 
ber of ckdms per 100 Insured 
cars. 

"The rise In automobile Insur- 
ance rates will n<k be halted untfl 
the present trend of average claim 
costs and claim frequency is re- 
versed. Motorists cannot exercise 
any control over the inflationfUTr 
forces that have gripped our 
ecorHmiy. But motorists collective- 
ly have it within atheir power to 
control the number of severity of 
automobile accidents; unfortu- 
nately It is a power that has 
largely gone unused. i 

"^e have had a Inflationary 



ewmony ever since the beginning 
of World War n. First it was a 
creeping inflation. Then after the 
Korean outbreak it became a gal- 
loping inflation. More recently its 
pace changed ; again it is the 
creeping type." 

Contrary to general belief, au- 
tomobile liability insurance has 
been underwritten at a loss by 
member companies of the National 
Bureau of Casualty Underwriters 
in the aggregate since the end of 
World War n. the Bureau exec- 
utive said. 

"During the postwar period of 
11 years from 194« to to 1956, in- 
clusive, the Bureau companies suf- 
fered an aggregate underwriting 
loss of 3.9 per cent on automobile 
bodily Injury and property dam- 
age liability combined." Mr. Leslie 
stated. "This means ^at automo- 
bile liability "claim costs and ex- 
penses amounted to $103.90 for 
every $100 of premiums earned, 
or an aggregate underwriting loss 
of almost $250,000,000 over the 
11 -year period. 

Losses Outweigh Gains 

"because automobile liability 
reprafcnts a large part of the 
casafolty Insurance premium vol- 



ume, the aggregate underwriting 
toss for that line of Insun^ce 
outweighed over the 11-year post- 
war period the aggregate under- 
writing gains from the four other 
major Bureau lines— general lia- 
bility, burglary, glass, and boiler 
and machinery insuraruse. As a 
result there was an average un- 
derwriting loss of 2.1 per cent or 
$2.10 for every $100 of premiums 
earned for all five Bureau lines 
combined. 

"White moderate underwriting 
profits were realized on automo- 
bile liability insurance for three 
of the postwar years there were 



eight years of underwrtUng losses, 
the worst of which was the >tar 
1956 when the aggre^te loss #b^, 
36.0 per cent or M.ao for ever^ 
$100 of premiums earned."

TERBONAL SERVICE COMPANY 
RETURNS FROM ARCTIC 

Port Story's 870tih Transporta- 
tion Service Company returned to 
this Cape Henry post Monday from 
a i\^ month joint Army -Navy re- 
supply mission to the USAP DEW- 
line outposts of the Arctic. "The 
company was aboard the USNS 
"Lindenwald," Military Sea Trans- 
port Service, which docked at the 
Hampton Roads Army Terminal. 

The 200 officers and men of the 
870th were greeted at the pier 
b^ Rear Adm. Roy Oano, the 
Deputy Commander of the Mili- 
tary Sea Transport Service, Lt. 
Col. C. E. A. Morgan, USA, acting 
Commanding Off leer of Port Story, 
and other Port Story and Army 
Terminal officials. The 3Mth 
Army Band of Port Eustis was on 
hand to welcome the men with 
appropriate music. 

The company, commanded by 
Maj. William Widlng, Jr., embark- 
ed on "Operation Gap-Pine" from 
Hampton Roads on the 12th of 
July. A similar re-supply mission, 
"Operation 572 East" involving 
Port Story's 155th and 565th 
Transportation Terminal Service 
Companies returned from the far- 
north in October. 

"Operation Gap-P*ine" was under 
the overall command of Lt. Col. 
G. L. Ford, the sub-terminal com- 
mander. Colonel Ford returned 
aboard the "Lindenwald'' with the 
870th. A small contingent of one 
officer and several enlisted men 
returned later aboard the "Hermi- 
tage" from Goose Bay, Laborador 
with a portion of the company's 
organic tqulpment. 

The operation did not end at 
Ha mpton Roads Terminal for 
three officers and lb men of IM 
company. Under the command of 
Capt. George E. Craft this group 
remained aboard the "Linden- 
wald" and proceeded to Charles- 
ton, S.C. to off-load the Army 
Landinj Citift (LCM-8'g) there. 
A.Nsisting Captain Craft In super- 
vising this part of the mission 
were 2nd Lt. James T. Carlisle 
and CWO James W. James.. 

The Transportation Corps men 
ab9ard the "Lindenwald" acted 
as stevedores for the cargo aboard 
the seven other ships on the mis- 
sion ... the "President Arthur," 
"Kingsport Victory," "Norwalk 
Victory.'' "East* Point Victory.* 
USNS "Sagltta," USNS "Craig," 
and the USNS "Bondla." The unit 
ranged from northern Newfound- 
land to the wastes of Baffin 
Island, unloading 26.116 tons of 
the neede-d equipment. 

Of the 13 points hit by th« men 
of the 870th, Probisher Bay, Baf- 
filand. probably stands out more 
than any other; for the sake of 
repetition if not pleasant sur- 
roundings. The "Lindenwald" 
made three stops at the ice-bound 
inlet, off-loading 7,444 tons of 
needed supplies and equipment. 
One incident stands out in the 
minds of some of the men. A 
complete pre-fabrioated house was 
unloaded at Hopedale, Labrador, 
and taken some 25 miles on inland 
waters in LCM-8's, the unit's 
organic landing craft, for assemb- 
ly. 



Of the total of 126 days on the 
mission. 39 were ^ent in txanslt, 
86 in cargo activity. 7 were lost 
because of heavy weafthei*, 4 In 
towing and fueling, and 8 In 
handling organic equipment. Ap; 
proximately ' 50 per cent of tih« 
cargo handled were POL products, 
and the other half general cargo. 

The men were welcomed back 
to Port Story Thursday by Col. 
Jaqies C. Conine, Port Story 
Deplity Commander who has re- 
cently returned from an eight- 
week course at the University of 
Pittsburg, Introduced by Lt. Col. 
E. A. P. McCarthy, Jr., Colonel 
Conine praised the unkt for their 
success, and asked them to con- 
tinue- their fine work at Story. 

Other officers returning with 
Major Widlng to Port Story were 
Chaplain (First Lieutenant) James 
A. Stanford, Lt. John J. Vargo, 
Lt. Edward J. McKenna, and Lt. 
Robert R. Jones.

Farm people and city people need 
to know and understand each other 
better. No economic group of our 
economy can exist by and for itself 
iilone. The farmer Is interested in sell- 
ing what he produces at a fair price, 
and the consumer wants to buy high- 
quality foods and goods at reasonable 
prices, it is lo the benefit of both, 
therefore, that they know what goes 
on in the marketing process and that 
they do whatever they can to main- 
tain quality and increase efficiency. 

Agriculture is a 12 billion dollar 
customer of labor ami industry each 
year, not to mention the billions farm 
people spend for consumer goods. Ten 
million people work full time in 
marketing farm products. Six million 
more work in plants producing ma- 
terials and supplies for farmers. 
America has only slightly over nine 
million farmers. 

The facts simply show the inter- 
dependence of city and farm people. 
greater today than at any time in 
our history. 

When one considers that rural 
America faces less and less control 
over its total destiny, including such 
things as its WTiter policies, conserva- 
tion policies, how the products of the 
land and barnyards shall be graded, 
packed and sold, and whether or not 
farm children will be brought under 
certain labor laws, then it is apparent 
to all of us that the American farmer 
has an enormous stake in a high 
degree of urban understanding of his 
business, his way of life, and his 
place in a great democracy. 

What lies behind Farm-City Week 
<rt)servancc.

WHAT THE FARMERS 

DO FOR THE CONSUMER ,k 

In 1830 the average farm worker 
produced enough for himself and 
three others. A century later, he pro- 
duced enough for himself and nine 
others. Today, one farm worker pro- 
duces enough food and fiber for him- 
self and 20 others. 

Research, education, conservation, 
and electrification are some of the 
means by which farmers have in- 
creased their efficiency in production 
and marketing. About 70 per cent of 
all crop acreage in 1954 was planted 
to varieties not even in existence on 
a commercial scale 20 years earlier. 

Production of U.S. farm products 
in 1956 was about 50 per cent above 
that of 25 years eariier. Per acre 
production of crt^s and production 
per animal unit of breeding stock were, 
more than a third above the 1930-32' 
period. 

How does the consumer benefit 
.from greater protluction? He is able 
to eat more and bettej foods. In 1956, 
for instance, the average consumer 
ate about 85 pourxls of beef-highest 
in the century — compared to 56 
pounds in 1951. 

In 1952 the average person ate 20 
pounds of oranges, 14 pounds of 
chicken, 32 pounds of tomatoes. 10 
pounds of ice cream, and 324 eggs 
Wi" year. In 1956, the average person 
ate 61 pounds of oranges. 24 pounds 



of chicken, 52 pounds of ttMnattH's, 
18 pounds of ice cream, and 369 eggs. 
The increases have not been in 
quantity alone. Thirty years ago the 
variety of food products was largely 
governed by the season. Today, faster 
transportation and mort ^ficient re- 
frigeration make It possible for perish- 
ables to be moved quickly and w.th 
little chance of spoilage. Many more 
foods are now canned, frozen, ready- 
mixed. precooketJ, and packaged in 
m<xlern conlainers. These advances 
mean today's family is eating a greater 
variety of more nutritiou-s food. 
The high quality result;^ from bet- 
ter inspection, gpsding, -sftnltary 
control in production, processing;, 
and marketing- all service desired 
by consumers. 

Ihe present superior diet takes no 
larger share of the consumer's earn- 
ings (25 per cent) than the less varieJ 
diet of 30 years ago. If todays con- 
sumer ate the same kinds and quanti- 
ties of food that were eaten a genera- 
tion ago, less than 20 per cent of his 
disposable income (income per person 
after taxes) would be spent for fotxl 

In 1925, an hour's "take home"' 
pay, on the average, would pay 51; 
loaves of bread, or \\h pcmnds of 



steak, or IW pounds of chicken, or 
3'/i quarto of milk, or 1 do7en 
oranges, or 3*^2 cans of tomatoes. In 
1956. an hour's "take home" pjiy, on 
the average, bought II loaves of 
bivad, or 2 pounds of steak, or 4 
pounds of chicken, or 8 quarts of 
milk, or 31^ do/en oranges, or 13 
cans of tomatoes. ~
